v isio ns; th a t these the rev iew 
bo ard sho uld hav e, and did in­ 
tend o riginally , to find and re­ 
po rt o n, “so th a t we wo uld mo v e 
pro mptly under o ur autho rity 
fro m the President to reliev e 
them in the sho rtest way po ssi­ 
ble.”
